Battleships Needed to Keep

WASHINGTON, Jan. %30.—Aban- 
donment of the programme for two 
battleships thie year brought out 4 
statement from Secretary of the Navy 
Meyer today. The action of thie Dem- 
ccratic caucus last night also caused 
activity in the Democratic ranks in 
Congress, with the result that another 
caucus to reconsider the matter prob- 
ably will be called. 

Secretary Meyer arraigned the ac- 
tion of the Democratic caucus as ‘‘giv- 
ing another illustration of govern- 
ment by snap judgment.” 

He asserted that the “Monroe doc- 
trine is as big as the navy and no 
bigger,” and that the United States, 
guaranteeing the neutrality of the 

Canal, must be prepared to 
make good its pledge. 

“Even with a continuous pro- 
gramme of two battleships a year,” 
said Meyer, “the United 
States will tall a little behind ite pres- 
ent effective strength for the reason 
that in another year four of our bat- 
tleships, built during the same period, 
will become non-effective. 

“The Dreadnaught type is the war- 
ship of the present day. One Dread- 
naught built by a foreign power in 
excess of the number built by our- 
selves is equivalent to wiping off our 
list at one stroke the Indiana, Mas- 
sachusetta, Orego& Iowa, Kearsarge 
and Kentucky. 

“We have an enormous coast line: 
we have Alaska, Porto Rico, the Phil- 
ippines and Hawaii, and we have the 
obligation to guard and protect Cuba 
and maintain her neutrality. To per- 
form these obligations satisfactorily 
we must have a strong sea-going 
fleet. The only defense of the coun- 
try, and the only assurance of safety, 
is for the fleet to be able to seek. its 
enemy on the high seas and to crip- 
ple or destroy it.”

That Bert Franklin, under indict- 
ment for bribery in the McNamara 
dynamiting case, is in reality a Burns 
detective, or at least, was in the pay

HOLLYWOOD WATER-RATE 
FIGHT BREAKS RECORD. 


HE SUIT of the Union Holly wood 

Water Company against the city, 

on trial in Judge Wood's court, 
has broken a record. It has been the 
longest rate-fixing case ever tried in 
the Superior Court and the most 
stubbornly contested. It will also 
probably prove the most expensive. | 
The concluding arguments were begun | 
yesterday, and four days have been 
allowed. 

The trial began November 21, and 
the taking of testimony closed on the 
i2th inst, a continuous run of twenty- 
eight days. In that time the attorneys 
were furnished ten books of testi- 
mony, aggregating 3600 pages. In 
addition to this, fifty exhibits were 
fled by the company and twenty ex- 
hibits by the city. 

The Union Hollywood Water Com- 
is represented. by Walter Haas. 
E. R. Young is conducting the case 
for the city. Young was formerly 
Assistant City Attorney, able and en- 
ergetic, and City Attorney Shenk ap- 
pointed him becauge the trial would 
occupy the exclusive attention of the

The trial has been one largely of | 
expert testimony to determine the 
value of the plant which was neces- 
sary to be used.

000. On that appraisement and upon 
the board’s estimate of the expenses 
which should be required to operate 
the plant, and the amount of depre- 
clation and interest which should be 
allowed the company, a rate was su«- 
gested by the board to the City 
Counct). The company was given a 
hearing before the Council and pre- 
sented its side of the case, claiming 
that its property is worth a great deal 
more than the board allowed, and 
that its expenses and depreciation | 
were underrated. The City Council | 
reported on the board's figures and 
fixed the rate accordingly, which was 
to take effect July 1 of last year. 

The company brought sult to en- 
join the enforcement of the ordi- 
nance, claiming that the latter was 
void because the rates fixed were so 
low that the company could not make 
even its operating expenses and de- 
preciation, without anything for in- 
terest on its investment, and that the 
ordinance resulted in the confiscation 
of its property. . * 

As the rates charged by the com- 
pany are higher than those fixed by 
ordinance, the consumers will receive 
the benefit if the case is decided 
against the company, as the money 
is being paid into court while the suit 
is pending. At last accounts this sum 
was considerably more than $28,000. 

The testimony” of the company's 
engineers was that the plant with the 
real estate, rights of way, water 
rights and the allowance for going 
value, had a value, as of June 1, 1911. 
of $1,199,252. The city’s engineers 
appraised the plant at $845,845.

Cr OF COURT. 

Bills are pending before the Committee 
on the Judiciary of the House of Repre- 
sentatives to regulate judicial procedure in 
cases of contempts of court. Mr. Jackson 
Ralston appeared before the committee as 
attorney for the American Federation of 
Labor, and Mr. Daniel Davenport as coun- 
sel for the American Anti-Boycott Associa- 
tion. 

The text of the proposed law is as fol- 
lows: 
Section 1. Contempts of court are divided 
into two classes, direct contempts and in- 
dirpet contempts, as hereinafter defined, and 
shall be proceeded against as hereinafter 
prescribed and not otherwise. 

Sec. 2. Direct contempts are— 

(a) Contempts committed during the sit- 
ting of the court or of a judge at chambers, 
in the presence of the court or in the pres- 
ence of the judge at chambers, or so near 
thereto as to obstruct the administration of 
justice. 

(b) The failure or refusal to obey the 
mandate of a lawful subpoena to attend 
any court or before a judge or a commis- 
sioner and testify as a witness, or to pro- 
duce books, documents, writings, papers or 
records. 

(e) The failure or refusal to obey the 
mandate of a lawful summons to attend 
and serve as a juror in any court. 

(d) The misbehavior of any of the of- 
ers of the court in their official transac 
tions or the disobedience or resistance by 
any such officer to any lawful writ, process, 
order, rule, decree or command of said 
court or judge at chambers. 

All other contempts are indirect con- 


tempts. 

Section 3 provides that every direct con- 
tempt may be punished summarily without 
written accusation against the person ar- 
raigned for such direct contempt. 

Thus far the proposed law does not 
change the practice which allows the sum- 
mary punishment of direct contempts. 

The further sections of the law allow a 
jury trial to persons accused of indirect 
 contempts—such as disobedience of an in- 
junction or other orders issued by a court in 
ald of its equitable jurisdiction. 

The law as proposed would put Federal 
courts of equity out of business. Injunc- 
tion has been styled “the right arm of equl- 
ty.” and the proposed law would paralyze 
that right arm. In an equitable case nei- 
ther party has a right to a jury. The court 
may, at the request of either party, or, on 
its own motion, call a jury to make findings 
of fact. But such findings merely “instruct 
the conscience of the chancellor.” He mya 
disregard them in making up his judgment. 
He may issue an injunction for instance, al- 
though the jury find in effect that the plain- 
tiff is not entitled to an injunction. 

The proposed law would revolutionize the 
whole system of equity jurisprudence. If 


| the judge, after hearing the evidence, finds 


that the plaintiff is entitled to an injunc- 
tion to prevent the def t, for instance, 
from cutting down trees the land ad- 
judged to belong to the plaintiff, and the 
defendant disobeys the injunction and con- 
tinues to cut down trees, he may be brought 
before the court and punished by fine or 
imprisonment for such disobedience. 

Under the proposed law the defendant, 
when arraigned for contempt, could call 
for a jury and try the case over again. If 
acquitted, then the judgment of the court 
in favor of the plaintiff on the merits of the 
case would be so much waste paper. 

The law proposed by the American Fed- 
eration of Labor is designed to legalize boy- 
cotting and picketing so far as any inter- 
ference from Federal courts is concerned. 
If it should pass it might be followed by 
the enactment of a similar law by some

It is to the credit of the New York So- 
clalists that they repudiated and denounced 
Haywood's speech. The Socialists of Den- 
ver are considering his expulsion, and the 
Denver Trades and Labor Assembly has de- 
nounced him as “one of the worst enemies 
of organized labor in the utry.“ 

Wilshire’s—a cranky Socialist magazine 
published by a crank in New York and Lon- 
don, says of the McNamaras: 

“Their crime was just as much a political 
one as any assassination of a Russian Czar.

The most efficient preach- 
ers are ignorant men with an Inherent dis- 
like for study or intellectual exercise of any 
sort, who teach that hell is down and 
heaven is up, and that the only way to 
escape one and secure the other is to “hold 
up your hand.” 

That the professional actor fs an awk- 
ward burlesque of his own art. The most 
graceful and successful actors are found in 
the senior class of the district school, where 
the flight of histrionic art essays “How the 
Old Horse Won the Bet” and “Curfew Must 
Not Ring Tonight.” 

That the professional business man is a 
beggarly failure. The highest type of mer- 
cantile genius is found in the peripatetic 
auctioneer who drives a red wagon from 
town to town, carrying his stock of tinware 
with him and selling at quick sales and 
small profits for cash only. 

That professional musicians are discord- 

ant fallures, any scientific knowledge of the 
principles of music having a ruinous effect 
upon the voice, and years of training and 
culture utterly destroying one's mastery of 
any instrument. The most successful ar- 
tists are the untrained musicians who do 
not know one note of music from another; 
who play by ear and sing by golly, “Blind 
Tom” standing for the supreme ideal as a 
pianist.

REINHARDT’S STUPENDOUS 
MIRACLE ABOUT TO GO ON. 


ONDON, Jan. 7.— Prof. Max Rein- 
hardt—-they are all professors or 
doctors in Germany—has arrived 
in London to superintend rehearsals 
af the stupendous spectacle which un- 


der the title of “The Miracle“ is to be 
produced soon at the Olympia. He 
reached his hotel late at night and at 
12 o'clock next day I found him medi- 
tatively considering a crowd of 400 
choristers who were attacking the 
music Humperdinck has written for 
the play. In appearance Reinhardt 
reminds one somewhat of Charles 
Frohman. He is rather under the 
average height, somewhat rotund of 
body and his chubby features show no 
trace of hirsute decoration. He has 
also the soft luminous eyes of Froh- 
man and the same _  self-possessed 
manner Of course, he had not yet 
taken the reins of superintendence in 
his hands and I had no opportunity of 
judging of his powers as a stage direc- 
tor. Meanwhile it may be taken for 
granted that the brilliant reputation 
which he has made for himself rests 
upon a secure foundation Unlike 
most of his compatriots, he speaks on- 
ly German. I tried him in English, 
French and Spanish but without ef- 
fect. Happily I know just enough of 
German to maintain a desultory con- 
versation, and when we came to a real 
difficulty I was able, fortunately, to 
turn to Dr. Volmueller, the author of 
the libretto of “The Miracle,” to get 
me out of trouble. 
Reinhardt’s fame has doubtless 
been wafted across the Atlantic. In 
she conrparatively brief space of - 
teen vears—he is now %38—he has 
revolutionized the art of stage pro- 
duction in Germany. He found it in 
the lowest depths; he has raised it far 
above the level reached in Paris or in 
London. He began life as an actor, 
but speedily found his true metier in 
the management of crowds and the 
building up of maasive scenic effects.

FOR COOLING FRUIT. 

According to reports just completed, 
220,115 tons of ice was used in Call- 
fornia last year by the Pacific Fruit 
Express Company. Ot this a mount 
124,946 tons were manufactured at the 
plants in Colton and Roseville. The 
remainder comprises small lots pur- 
chased in towns where the company 
has no plant, part of . being natural- 
ly frogen. 

The Pacifie Fruit Express Company 
operates the refrigerater-car service 
of the Harriman lines, and this enor- 
mous quantity of ice was used dur- 
ing the fruit-shipping season ending 
October 31 last During this period 
in 1911 20.221 cars were iced at Rose- 
ville and 11,186 at the Colten plant.
